Tyo Chinese were charged that 
on March 12, together with an- 
other man, unknown, they commit- 
ted a robbery at 21 Bridges Strevt, 
first floor, and stole banglos and 
yings from tivo of the women oc- 
cupants. Mr. H. K, Holmes pro- 
geeuted for the Crown. Both 
prisoners denied the charge. 

In outlining the circumstances, 
Mir, Holmes said. the affair occur- 
yed about a quarter ofan hour 
after midday. ‘The husband left 
the house at midday to buy mede- 
cine for his wife who was sick, 
and about ten minutes after he 
had Jeft the three women who re- 
majned in the house heard 4 knock 

“at the door. 


Revolver Threat, 


The daughter asked who was 
there, and a man replied he had
